Dear Mr. King: 

Philip Morris USA has been conducting ongoing assessments of business partners to determine 
whether they are appropriately addressing the implications of the Year 2000 century date change. 
In our last assessment of your company, we were advised that your company had completed all 
efforts that you deemed appropriate to address the Year 2000, and that you were ready for the 
century date change. 

In order to conclude our assessment of your company, Philip Morris USA is requesting a written 
statement of Year 2000 Compliance. The statement should indicate that your company has 
addressed all core business systems, manufacturing operations (as applicable), business critical 
facilities (such as manufacturing plants and warehouses), and critical suppliers and service 
providers (such as bank, security, communications and technology providers). It should further 
state that the necessary steps have been taken so that your company’s ability to meet supply 
and/or service commitments to Philip Morris USA will not be adversely affected by a Year 2000 
related problem within your company’s control. 

As an alternative, your company may provide a written statement detailing contingency plans 
you have developed to minimize the Risk to your company’s ability to meet supply and/or 
service commitments to Philip Morris USA.
